Harry Kalker Gives 
Encouraging Prediction 

In a talk given recently before the 
industrial committee of the New York 
Metropolitan Chapter of the National 
Electronic Distributors in New York 
City, Harry Kalker, Sprague Products 
President, gave the encouraging fore¬ 
cast that within five years total in¬ 
dustry sales will be double the 
present annual volume of SI2 billion. 

He traced the rise of the electronics 
industry from 1939 when it aggre¬ 
gated SI billion, through the “radar 
age” which raised it to S4 billion, 
then on to television, which pushed it 
up to $6 billion, and finally to the 
missile era which saw it reach $12 
billion annually. He added that 
with the advent of the industrial 
electronics era, sales would hit $24 
billion within the next five years. 

“This business is a collective effort”, 
he explained. With the assured 
growth of the industry, industrial 
distributors must begin to advertise 
themselves so that they will become 
known as “electronic centers”. 

The electronics industry will move 
into numerous fields, he added and 
distributors must recognize this trend 
and formulate their plans accordingly. 
He said servicing of industrial equip¬ 
ment may become the function of 
industrial distributors. 

Mr. Kalker remarked that the 
operation of a successful industrial 
distributing business can be com¬ 
pared with an equilateral triangle 
since it is a co-operative effort be¬ 
tween the supplier distributor and the

Bloodmobile In 
September Visit 

Blood Insurance 
Program Announced 

The Masonic Temple on Church 
Street will be the scene of the Blood- 
mobile’s 3rd and final visit for the 
year 1958 on Thursday, September 
4th and Friday, September 5th. The 
quota for the two day visit is 310 
pints. 

It was also announced by George 
H. Bateman, Chairman of the local 
blood service program, that this area 
will join the rest of the Berkshire 
County in a blood insurance program. 
Provisions of the new program are: 

1. For a period of one year from 
the date of a blood donation, even if 
only one pint, the donor and his or 
her immediate family are eligible to 
receive all the blood they may need, 
gallons if necessary. 

2. People requiring blood and 
who have not donated, or whose im¬ 
mediate family have not donated 
within a period of one year, will be 
furnished blood. They must, how¬ 
ever, replace it pint for pint by either 
themselves, or friends or relatives. 
People who are physically unable, 
and whose immediate family are 
physically unable to donate blood, 
will be given all that they require 
without obligation to replace it. 

3. The Berkshire County Red 
Cross blood service emphasizes that 
no one has to pay for blood within 
the county, the hospital, however, 
may charge for administering trans¬ 
fusions.
